WHAT CAN THE PUBLIC IHI? 
Is it possible that too much confidence is placed 
in the American public? 
It must wake up, shout the politicians. 
It must 
realize its danger. 
It must quit being complacent. 
It must do this and it must do that. 
Frankly, that huge amorphous congomeration of 
human beings known as the public doesn t know what 
the politicians are talking about Or perhaps, with 
its instinct for spotting hot air being peddled as wis­ 
dom, the public is conscious of some buck passing be­ 
ing carried on at popular expense. 
The public realizes that the power to act and the 
power to lead resides in the instrumentalities of gov­ 
ernment that it supports for that purpose; that Is 
the theory of 
government. 
In 
a 
representative 
democracy, the public retains tile privilege of choos­ 
ing Us government officers and reserves to itself the 
right to renew or not to renew their mandate. But in 
itself the public cannot initiate action, except by 
petition, which is 'merely a way of stimulating tile 
already existing agencies of collective action. 
Thus, when spokesmen for the government shout 
that the pub ic must wake up, must face its dangers, 
must quit being complacent and must act. they are 
denying the theory under which they hold their Jobs. 
It is submitted that as far as the present emergency 
is concerned the American public stands ready to 
do whatever may be necessary; it can do no more. 
It voted to retain the Roosevelt administration iii 
office on the theory that it would be dangerous 
to change horses In mid-stream. 
It voted to give the 
adminisiration a massive working majority In con­ 
gress. 
It has raised no considerable objection to any 
move favored by the administration to increase the 
margin of national security in an unsettled world. 
It has given its young men to the government for a 
program of military training 
It has taken its places 
in the workshops, the offices, 
and 
the 
fields of 
America to produce the materials cr national defense 
It has faced the prospect of heavy taxation without 
flinching, In effect, It has done voluntarily in the 
space of a year what easily might have taken from 
three to four years if there had been widespread 
popular dissent to the official policy of preparedness 
The American public wants dynamic leadership 
It Is ready lo take the chance of mistakes for the 
sake of accomplishing what needs to be accomplished 
in the field of national security. 
It cannot devise 
grand strategy nor can it effectuate national policy, 
but it can arid wtH support with its energy all moves 
that are necessary to accomplish these things. 
Fur 
from feeling flattered when government officials talk 
as though they were waiting for the public to wake 
up, the public is deeply disturbed 
It never was wider 
awake in the history of the country; it never was 
more acutely aware of the responsibility of the people, 
themselves, to pitch in and do everything necessary 
to redeem their principles from tile clutch of the 
totalitarians and statists. 
It is fitting tlu t government officials should thiifi! 
and speak at length about public confidence when 
they are seeking office. 
It Is essential that they do 
everything in their power to retain publir confidence 
when they have been rewarded with 
office. 
Their 
mandate Is not to scourge the public for failing to do 
what they were elected to do. 
They alone have the 
power of action.
